BIRTHS. 


The  number  of  births  recorded  during  the  year  was  586,  equal  to  a 
rate  of  15-3  per  1,000  of  the  population.  This  is  a  decrease  of  0-7 
on  the  figure  for  1938,  and  an  increase  of  0-5  over  the  five  years  average 
1934-38. 

Of  the  total  births  286  were  males  and  300  females.  There  were 
7  illegitimate  births — 5  males  and  2  females. 

DEATHS. 

The  total  deaths  registered  for  the  Rural  District  during  1939 
numbered  416.  The  figure  for  1938  was  369. 

The  death-rate  for  the  year  was  thus  10-9  per  1000  of  the  popula¬ 
tion,  and  the  adjusted  death-rate,  after  multiplying  by  the  compara¬ 
bility  factor  for  the  district  (1.02)  is  1T1  per  1000.  This  is  an  increase 
of  0-6  on  the  figure  for  1938,  and  a  decrease  of  0-4  on  the  five  years 
average  1934-1938. 

Maternal  Mortality. — The  maternal  mortality  rate  per  1000  live 
births  was  T70  against  542  in  1938.  The  figure  for  England  and 
Wales  was  2-93,  and  3-08  in  1938. 

Zymotic  Death  Rate.- — Eight  deaths  were  registered  during  the 
year  as  being  due  to  zymotic  disease,  giving  a  zymotic  death  rate  of 
0-20  per  1,000. 

Epidemic  Death  Rate. — This  was  0T3  per  1000. 

Infantile  Mortality  Rate. — There  were  43  deaths  of  infants  under 
one  year,  which  gives  an  infantile  mortality  rate  of  73  per  1000  births. 
This  figure  is  25  more  than  the  figure  for  1938  and  16  more  than  the 
five  years  average.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  FOR  THE  AREA. 

PATHOLOGICAL  REPORTS. 

Specimens  are  sent  for  examination  to  the  Bacteriological  Depart¬ 
ment  of  the  University  of  Liverpool,  to  Messrs.  Evans,  Lescher  and  Webb’s 
Biological  Institute  at  Runcorn,  to  the  Pathological  Department  of 
the  Southport  Infirmary,  and  to  the  Bootle  Infectious  Direases 
Hospital. 

One  thousand,  two  hundred  and  seventy-six  throat  and  nose  swabs 
were  taken  and  examined  for  Bacillus  Diphtheriae,  which  was  found 
present  in  two  hundred  and  sixty  swabs.  Virulence  tests  were  applied 
to  twenty-three  of  these  positive  swabs  and  fourteen  of  them  were  found 
to  be  non-virulent. 

One  specimen  of  pus  and  one  of  milk  examined  for  Bacillus 
Diphtheriae  were  negative. 

Five  swabs  were  examined  for  the  presence  of  Haemolytic  Strep¬ 
tococci  but  were  ail  negative. 

Two  swabs  examined  for  Vincent’s  Angina  were  negative. 

Two  specimens  of  blood  and  one  of  manure  were  examined  for 
organisms  of  the  typhoid  group.  These  were  all  proved  negative.  One 
specimen  of  blood  tested  for  Wassermann  Reaction  was  also  negative. 

Two  specimens  of  sputum  were  examined  for  tuberculosis  but 
were  proved  negative. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  one  hundred  and  nineteen  swabs  from 
Skelmersdale  patients,  two  swabs  from  Whiston  patients,  and  thirty-live 
swabs  from  Formby  patients  in  hospital  were  taken  and  examined  for 
Bacillus  Diphtheriae,  which  was  found  to  be  present  in  twenty-six  of  the 
former  and  seven  of  the  latter  swabs.

AMBULANCE, 

The  Local  Authority  provides  ambulance  facilities  for  infectious 
cases  only.  The  Ormskirk  General  Hospital  and  also  the  County  Hospital 
at  Ormskirk  each  provide  ambulances  for  accidents  and  general  hospital 
cases.  Ambulances  belonging  to  the  Merseyside  Hospitals  Council 
also  operate  in  the  area.  In  addition,  the  Council  now  contribute  annually 
to  the  Bootle  General  Hospital  for  the  use  of  their  ambulance  in  the 
southern  part  of  the  district.  Experience  during  the  first  few  months 
of  the  war  has  proved  that  ambulance  facilities  are  as  adeqnate  as  in 
peace  time.

A  complete  new  heating  apparatus  has 
been  installed.  New  floors  have  been  laid.  Levelling  and  re-surfacing 
of  the  playground  is  an  urgent  necessity. 


Maghull  C.E.  School.  New  heating  apparatus  has  been  installed  in 
the  original  building.  A  new  range  for  heating  children’s  dinners  has 
been  provided.  The  playground  entrance  has  been  re-surfaced  in 
concrete. 


Melling  C.E.  School  has  been  provided  with  an  electric  heating  oven 
for  school  meals.

No  attention  has  yet  been  paid  to  the  necessity  for  adequate  cloak¬ 
room  accommodation  (referred  to  in  the  1938  report)  at  Rufford  C.E. 

This  is  an  urgent  matter  and  should  receive  attention  even  in 
these  difficult  times.

Milk  Sampling.— Forty  samples  of  milk  were  taken  by  the  In¬ 
spectors  during  the  year. 

Thirty-eight  of  these  were  samples  of  milk  supplied  to  schools,  taken 
at  the  request  of  the  Lancashire  County  Council.  The  cost  of  the 
bacteriological  examination  was  born  by  the  County  Council. 
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Of  the  other  two  samples,  one  was  taken  from  milk  produced  in 
Rufford  and  examined  for  cleanliness  ;  the  other  was  taken  from  milk 
produced  in  Thornton  and  examined  for  cleanliness  and  also  for  tuber¬ 
culosis.  The  results  of  these  tests  were  satisfactory. 

All  the  examinations  were  carried  out  by  the  Pathological  Depart¬ 
ment  of  the  Liverpool  University. 

Of  59  samples  taken  in  the  district  under  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs 
Act,  1928,  none  were  adulterated. 

Tuberculosis.— As  a  result  of  notification  from  Medical  Officers  of  Health 
that  tubercle  bacilli  had  been  discovered  in  milk  produced  in  West  Lan¬ 
cashire,  ten  inspections  of  herds  were  made  by  County  Veterinary 
Inspectors  during  the  year.  These  inspections  were  as  follows  : — 
Rufford  and  Halsall  two  each  ;  Simonswood,  Ince  Blundell,  North 
Meols,  Scarisbrick,  Tarleton  and  Hesketh  Bank  one  each.

Artificial  immunisation  against  Diphtheria  is  undertaken  at  all  the 
schools  in  the  Rural  District  where  pre-school  children  also  attend  in 
the  care  of  their  parents.  In  addition  certain  of  these  latter  receive 
treatment  at  the  Council  Offices.  Treatment  is  also  offered  to  all  con¬ 
valescents  at  the  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital  who  are  recovering  from 
complaints  other  than  Diphtheria.

The  above  table  is  an  analysis  of  the  occupations  of  the  forty-two 
new  cases  notified  during  1939. 

In  thirty- four  houses  inspected  during  the  year  by  reason  of  tubercu¬ 
lous  inmates,  21  cases  were  found  not  to  be  sleeping  in  separate  bedrooms, 
and  15  of  these  not  even  in  separate  beds. 


PNEUMONIA. 

Fifty-one  cases  of  pneumonia  were  notified,  an  increase  of  16  on  the 
figures  for  1938.  Deaths  from  pneumonia  numbered  14.  There  are  no 
facilities  locally  for  the  typing  of  pneumococci  and  for  the  provision  of 
appropriate  type  sera,  such  work  being  of  necessity  performed  in  one  of 
the  large  towns  adjacent  to  the  District.
